The annual rate for the previous 
three- month period was 95 per cent. 
Over the past 12 months, the index 
has risen by 137.6 per cent. 

Against this background. Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz will present 
his economic programme to the 
cabinet today, in. a continuation of 
the cabinets discussion of next 
year's -budget. When- the cabinet 
began the budget discussions on 
Sunday, Hurvitz refused to reveal 
the details of his. plan. 

Yesterday an attempt was made 
~by representatives of the Treasury 
and the Defence Ministry to reach 
an agreement on the scope of a/ts 
in next year's defence budget. No 
progress was apparently made, and 
a final decision on this central item 
in the overall budget will rest with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
who is also defence minister. 

Hurvitz is expected to ask that a 
detailed discussion of his plan and 
the decisions on specific budget 
cuts take place in the economic 


cabinet, where his ability to push 
through decisions is greater. 

The threat of a cabinet crisis has 
by no means passed, and could 
erupt over cuts in the defence 
budget or in other ministries' 
budgets, given Hurvitz’s declared 
intention to stand fast on his de-. 
mand for economic restraint. 

One possibility raised is that an 
interim budget until the elections 
could be worked out as a ‘ com- 
promise. 

The Consumer Price Index rose 
by 1 19.8 per cent during the lint 11 
months of this year. This compares 
with last year’s 12-month total of 
111.4 per cent. The index now 
stands at 1,146.7 points, calculated 
on the 1976 bakis of 100 points. 

The wholesale price index rose by 
7.5 per cent in November and 120.4 
per cent since the beginning of the 
year. The index for construction in- 
puts rose by 7.3 per cent last month 
and 120.9 per cent over .12 months.

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Growing Knesset opposition

The tide in the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee ap- 
pears to be turning against 
the idea of applying Israeli 
sovereignty to the Golan Heights.

Salaried workers will receive a 
net raise or 20 per cent in their 
paycheques Tor January, 10 be paid 
in February’, the Treasury said 
yesterday. The announcement 
closely followed the publication or 
the 9.4 per cent increase in the 
November Consumer Price Index. 

Officials said that the rise in gross 
pay will be pegged at 21.6 per cent, 
covering a 27 per cent index in- 
crease during the last three months, 
over the preceding three-month 
period. 

The Histadrut is expected to kick 
up a fight both with the Treasury 
and with the employers over the 
erosion of real, wages. 

The Histadrut will also demand 
an extra salary increase front em- 
ployers to tide over workers until 
the scheduled pay rise in April 1981. 
At the present rate of inflation, 
salaried workers will simply not be 
able to wail until the April rise 
comes -up. the labour federation 
contends. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel said yesterday 
that he will demand an interim wage 
agreement, including the extra 
raise, to supplement (he present 
wage agreements. 

The Treasury presently agrees 
only to adjustments in income tax 
brackets, and is not considering at 
this stage updating tax credit points 
or child allowances. This means that 
a worker earning less than 1S2,70Q 
per month will receive only the 
January pay rise, and will not 
beneflt from any revisions inlhe tax 
structure. 

Following are the adjusted in- 
come tax brackets announced by 
the Treasury yesterday, which go 
into effect next month: 25 per cent 
income tax on salaries up to IS3.500 
(present monthly salary up to 1S2,- 
700); 35 per cent income tax on 
monthly salaries between IS3.501 
and IS6.300 (present monthly salary 
of IS2.701 to IS5.000); 45 per cent 
tax on salaries between 1S6.301 and 
IS7,500 (IS5.001 to IS5,900); 50 per 
cent tax on salaries between IS7.501 
and 1S9.800 (IS5.90I. to IS7.700); 
*SA r 60 per cent tax on salaries over • 
1S9.800 {present monthly salary ex-' 
ceeding IS7.700). 

The value of tax credit points will 
stand at the present 1S1 1 1 per point. 

The maximum rise in 
monthly &oss pay will be IS 1,593, an 
increase of 21.6 per cent calculated 
at a salary ceiling of 1S7.376. 

The Treasury has calculated a net 
salary increase for January, based 
on the paycheque of a salaried 
worker, whose wife does not work, 
and who pays both income tax and 
compulsory National Insurance 
payments. 

Following are the January. salary 
increases, which will be paid in 
February: Those earning IS3.000 
gross (1252,449 net) will receive an 
increase of IS472 (19.3 per cent). 
Those earning l$4;000 gross (IS 3,- 
055 net) will receive an increase of 
15603 (1 9.7 per cent).

Labour convention opens tomorrow 


Rabin camp threatens boycott

TEL AVIV.,,.— Rabin supporters 
may boycott ^.the selection of the 
■Labour Party's central committee at 
the party convention that begins 
tomorrow. They claim that Peres 
backers intend cutting to the bone 
the. number of Rabin men on the 
committee. The Jerusalem Post 
learned last night from 
knowledgeable sources in the Rabin - 
camp. 

Public attention will be on the 
personal showdown expected on 
Thursday between Labour Party 
chairman Shimon Peres and his 
challenger for the party leadership, 
former premier Yitzhak Rabin. But 


the crudal .battle between the war- 
ring sides will take place when the 
central committee is selected. 


The committee is the party’s most 
powerful body, since it chooses can- 


didates. for next year’s Knesset and 
Histadrut elections. The committee 
has. nearly 1,000 members. 

If the Rabin people make good 
their threat, the. convention may 
end in failure. The Peres supporters 
are determined to avert this and are 
doing their utmost to make a show 
of unity* at the convention. 

The boycott threat is interpreted . 
as a "signal to Peres that he agree to 
some kind of compromise in return 
for a closing of ranks after the con- 
vention.

The consensus in the Labour 
Party is that Peres’ victory is a 
foregone conclusion, the only ques- 
tion being how large that victory 
will be. 

In a move to assure themselves of

PLO steps up attempts 
to infiltrate in North

Soldiers of the Norwegian con- 
tingent of UNIFIL intercepted 
before dawn yesterday a gang of ter- 
rorists east . of Marjayoun, in 
Lebanese territory, some five 
kilometres north of MetuUa. This is 
the second day running that Arab 
gangs have attempted, unsucces- 
sfully, to infiltrate into Israel from 
South Lebanon, indicating stepped- 
up PLO activity in the area. 

The gangs were seat oa their mis- 
sions by their headquarters in 
Beirut, The Jerusalem Post learns 
: 4rom -top level sources in South 
Lebanon. - 

On Sunday night, one group of 
terrorists was repelled by an Israel 
army patrol west of Moshav Zarit, 
on the Lebanese border. One in- 
filtrator was killed in the operation. 
At the same time, a group of five 
terrorists tried to reach Israel 
through the area held by the Dutch 
UNIFJL contingent. The UNIFIL 
soldiers caught them, confiscated 
their arms, and drove them to Tyre 
where they were released. 

Major Sa’ad Haddad, Christian 
militia commander in South 
Lebanon, told The Post yesterday 
that terrorists have penetrated the 
area held by the Fiji UNIFIL con- 
tingent and are setting up positions 
there. 

Premier and Defence Minister 
Menahem Begin referred to Sunday 
night's incidents during a meeting 
yesterday with the commander of 
UNTSO. General Erkki Kaira. 
Begin said the incidents 
demonstrated the PLO’s designs to 
attack Israeli border settlements 
and generally to step up tension and 
violence in the area. 

The meeting, at Begin’s office in 
Jerusalem, had been arranged some 
time ago and was in the nature of a 
courtesy call and a general discus- 
sion of regional developments. The 
Finnish general aired the UN's 
longstanding grievances against 
Haddad, who restricts UNIFIL sup- 
ply traffic through the Christian 
enclaves to certain days of the 
week. Begin gave no commitment 
but said the matter would be ex- 
amined. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim also speaks of “con- 
tinued harassment” of UNIFIL per- 
sonnel by Haddad's forces in his 
semi-annual report on UNIFIL, 
submitted to the Security Council 
this week, in advance of the renewal 
of the force's mandates. 

But Israeli observers have been 
gratified to note that Waldheim’s 
report this time contains some verty 


s tr aightforward references to harass- 
ment by the PLO, and worse, that 
UNIFIL battalions have been suffer- 
ing from the PLO in Sooth Lebanon. 
The secretary-general notes the per- 
sistent efforts of PLO groups to In- 
filtrate armed men into the UNIFIL 
area, and continues: Although the 

number of infiltrators did not vary 
significantly „ there was a definite 
hardening of positions on the part of 
certain groups of the armed dements 
towards UNIFIL, and an increase in 
the number of incidents involving 
them in the UNIFIL area during and 
after August.’* 

' ( “Armed dd®ut$V is the UN code 
for PLO men while “de facto forces” 
or.DFF denotes Haddad's 
militiamen.) 

Waldheim’s report also records 
“an increasing number of border 
encroachments” by the IDF. These 
included “new positions, the laying 
of minefields, the Jenting-in of. 
strips of land, and the building of 
dirt tracks and asphalt roads. In all 
cases the original border fence 
along the armistico demarcation 
line nas remained intact.

Minister agrees to lifting of immunity 


Abuhatzeira 


to be tried 


within a month

Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira is expected 
to go on trial within a month on 
charges of bribe-taking, ac- 
cording to a senior source in the 
Justice Ministry. 

Abuhatzeira yesterday re- 
quested the Knesset House 
Committee to lift his immunity, 
and later announced that he 
would be taking a leave of 
absence from his cabinet post, 
as of next Monday. 

The source added that State At- 
torney Gavriel Bach, who will be 
the prosecutor in the trial, has 
agreed to Abuhatzeira’s request to 
speed up legal proceedings in the 
case. 

A tense silence prevailed for 45 
minutes in the Knesset House Com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon as 
Abuhatzeira addressed his fellow 
MKs. Only at the end of his state- 
ment did he request that the com- 
mittee lift his immunity, since “only 
a court can clear me of the 
fabricated charges that have been 
levelled against me.” 

“After four months during which 
I have remained mute, I would be 
doing myself an injustice if I did not 
now speak of the things that have 
been troubling me and explained 
why I have kept silent until now,” 
said Abuhatzeira in quiet, measured 
tones. 

“Three years ago,” he continued, 
“when I took office as minister, a 
prominent public figure visited me 
and warned me that 'they're out to 
get you.* I didn’t believe it at first, 
but later, as I said to the attorney- 
general, it didn't make sense that a 
man not close to me would tell me 
(for no reason) that Binyamin Siegel 
of the police Fraud Department is 
out to get me.” » 

“Now I know that I was under 
police surveillance Tor more than a 
year. They asked about all sorts of 
things and not too discreetly. The 
entire investigation was based on 
false information provided by my 
political opponents,” Abuhatzeira 
said. 

“Later the police staged a ‘raid' 
on the Ministry of Religious Affairs. 


during the investigation, thus 


creating an atmosphere of a public 
oolie 


I was told that it was only going to 
be a discreet examination of certain 


documents, but the following day I 
read in the papers that the police 
showed up with 10 policemen and 


Abuhatzeira said that the police 
gave out semi-official information 


lynching. The police conducted a 
campaign against me with a single 
end — to send me to prison, he said. 

He said that when he fired Yisrael 
Lippel, the director-general of his 
ministry, Lippel told certain people 
that the police were investigating 
certain affairs, and that if they 
wanted to save their necks, they had 
better testify against the minister.. 

“The daily flood of leaks from the 
police turned me into the biggest 
criminal in the country, with 30 
cases against me. They thought they 
would be able to break me the way 
they broke others.” 

Unable to contain. his emotions 
towards the end of his statement, 
Abuhatzeira raised his voice and 
said, “It’s ail a baseless fabrication. 
1 will prove my innocence in court.” 

After the committee session, 
Abuhatzeira told reporters that he 
holds no grudge against anyone in 
his Likud Utemura faction in the 
National Religious Party. ”1 can 
only feel sorry for certain members 
of the faction, and I hope that one 
day I will be able to forgive them for 
the terrible things they did to me.” 

In answer to a question, the 
minister said that friends are help- 
ing him meet legal expenses, and 
that he is happy to find that he still 
has many friends and supporters. 

The Knesset Committee is due to 
continue its deliberations on lifting 
Abuhatzeira's immunity today and 
tomorrow. The committee vote will 
take place, at Abuhatzeira’s re- 
quest, next Monday. . 

Committee chairman Mosbe 
Meron said that next Tuesday he 
would convey the committee's 
recommendation to the Knesset 
plenum, which probably would 
decide on Wednesday to allow 
Abuhatzeira to stand trial, as he had 
requested. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamii 
responded to piercing questions b> 
several committee members, whe 
argued that it was police leaks to the 
press that had prompted Zam ir to 
press charges against Abuhatzeira. 

yehuda Ben-Meir (NRP) said that 
it was inconceivable to press 
charges on so serious a matter, 
based solely on the testimony of a 
state’s witness like Bnei Brak 
Deputy Mayor Yisrael Gottleib. 

Zamir flatly rejected these allega- 
tions. The press performed its func- 
.tion in the framwork of the law, he 
said. “It’s true that rough things 
were printed, but these harmed the 
investigation as well as the 
minister.”

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High school teachers 
threaten to strike

The country's secondary school 
teachers today will announce a 
labour dispute and threaten to close 
down all post-primary schools from 
January I, despite a last-minute 
government concession announced 
yesterday. 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association, whose members staff 
the country's junior high schools 
and high schools, are declaring the 
dispute to protest government 
delays in implementing the recom- 
mendations of the Etzioni Commis- 
sion report, submitted to Education ■ 
Minister Zevulun Hammer ini 
December 1979. 

The commission, established alter; 
the 1978 teachers' strike, was appointed! 
to investigate . working conditions 
and status of teachers. Its major 
recommendation was to set up a 
comprehensive 15-grade pay scale 
for all the county's teachers and to 
raise their salaries by 30 to 60 per 
cent to bring them into line with 
salaries of other similarly qualified 
professions, such as civH service 


engneers. 


ammer yesterday requested the 
cabinet secretariat to put the Et- 
zioni Commission recommenda- 
tions on the agenda for the cabinet 
meeting of December 28. Ac- 
cording to a ministry spokesman. 
Hammer had earlier this year 
promised the teachers to bring the 
matter before the cabinet, by the 
end of this month. 


B ut a teachers’ association 
spokesman said yesterday that 
Hammer had promised already in 
January 1979 to bring the matter 
before the cabinet “when the Et- 
zioni Commission submits its 
report,” and that a full year has pas- 
sed since the report was submitted. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
has consistently opposed any 
cabinet review of the recommenda- 
tions, fearing that the outcome 
would be Targe increases in 
teachers* pay.

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University lecturers out on strike

No lectures will be -held today in 
the country’s six universities, as lec- 


turers and professors hold a one-day 
strike to protest “footdragging”

A spokesman for the lecturers 
said yesterday that discussion of the 
1980-1982 pay agreement for junior

He added lhat dfespite a written 
undertaking in the summer of 1979, 
the university heads have failed to 
set up a committee to look into the 
lecturers’ claim that their pay has 
greatly eroded over the past decade. 
The committee, comprising lec- 
turers and government and univer- 
sity representatives, was to have 
begun work by November 1979. 


El A1 sacks 63 workers, 
staff appeals to court

BEN-GURION AIRPORT.' — El 
Al Yesterday fired 63 employees and 
told 220 others that they must go on 
three-month leave, some of it 
without pay. 

The workers and the Histadrut 
said that the dismissals violated 
.labour contracts, and planned to apr 
'peal to Jfc€oidboiir court. -late .last . 
night for restraining orders against 
the management. 

The dismissals are part of an 
overall plan to revive the airline 
which has lost more than S300 mil- 
lion during the past three years. 

Management wants to cut its staff 
by 585 by the end of December, and 
120 workers have already quit in 
order to qualify for increased 
severance pay — they get an ad- 
ditional 4 per cent for eveiy year 
they worked for the airline. 

The 63 dismissed employees were 
summoned to their bosses yesterday 
morning and told they had to go. 
The formal letters were sent yester- 
day afternoon. 

According to -a senior manage- 
ment source, some of the dismissed 
employees had not done any work 


for the past several years. 

Staff committee members said 
the dismissals were arbitrary. Rami 
Fischer, representing the workshop 
staff, said managers took the oppor- 
tunity to get rid of subordinates they 
disliked. “In my department there is 
an employee who hasn’t worked for 
years but he’s not on the list,' 
Fischer said. 

The staff did notfdispute the gn- J 
forced three-month' leaves, as this" 
had been agreed to in negotiations 
with the Histadrut 

Staff committee leaders con- 
sulted with the Histadrut and 
agreed to appeal to the* labour 
court. 

The appeal is based on the labour 
contracts, which rule out unilateral 
action and provide that disputes 
between management and labour — 
over dismissals, for example — be 
.brought to arbitration-. 

El AI’s president Yitzhak Sbander 
yesterday conceded that manage- 
ment had taken unilateral action, 
thereby violating the letter of the 
agreement, but a management an- 
nouncement issued last night said 
“in view of the company’s financial 
situation there is no alternative.”

BEERSHEBA. — Local firemen, 
back at their Ration after abandon- 
ing it two months ago because of 
leaking gas from the adjacent 
Mukhtesnlm chemical plant, again 
complained yesterday that chlorine 
fumes from the plant were causing 
them headaches and stinging eyes. 

The 35 firemen have been 
demanding for many years to be 
moved away from the chemical 
plant. Two months ago they set up 
temporary headquarters in an army 
tent near the entrance to the 
municipality after four of them were 
hospitalized when they inhaled 
leaking gas from Makhleshim. 

But when it proved impossible to

Yosef Berez, regional chairman of 
the Histadrut firemen’s committee, 
said that several men had become ill 
through sitting in the soaking tent 
when on duty. 

But one of the firemen in 
Beersheba, Shmuel Talker, aged 36, 
claimed that the men had never felt 
better than while in the tent. "It was 
the first time for years that I haven't 
suffered from headaches and 
vomiting," he said. "The only 
reason we went back is because the 
Histadrut stopped supporting us 
and we would nave been sacked."

Tribulations of having a maid 


Carmeia A. and her husband Yos~ 
si live in a six-room fiat in North Tel 
Aviv and own a small, flourishing 
restaurant near Jaffa. Several years 
ago it became clear to thein that to 
make the business succeed, both 
would have to work from noon until 
midnight or later. They hired a live- 
in Israeli housekeeper. She 
remained with them for approx- 
imately three years, cleaning the 
house and caring for their two small 
children.

Quake-damaged hospital 
collapses, nine killed

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NAPLES (UPI). — A 400-year-old 
' hospital building housed in the 
. former Bourbon royal palace here, 
-'damaged by last month's earth- 


quake, collapsed yesterday, killing a 
number of elderly women patients. 


> Officials said at least nine wotnen 
' were killed — eight of them patients 
between 72 and SO years of age and 
the other a 49-year-old hospital 
• worker. About 50 patients and 
nurses escaped from the collapsing 
walls, and three elderly women 
patients were slightly injured. 

Fire department rescue teams 
.were unable to dig through the rub- 
‘ ble for bodies immediately because 
of a cracked wall that appeared 
about to collapse. They called in an 
Italian army Leopard tank to help 
. pull down the wall so work coula 
begin. 

The hospital, known locally as 
“the hospice of the poor,” was 
housed in the 17th Century former 
Bourbon royal palace, whose walls 
-were cracked in the November 23 


earthquake . that killed more than 
3,000 people in the Naples region. 

The roar of the collapsing 
building triggered panic in central 
Naples, withthousands of residents 
rushing into the streets in fear that 
another earthquake was striking the 
city. Instead, (jiey saw a dust cloud 
rising in the pre-dawn darkness 
from the spot where the hospital 
stood. 

Though the hospital wing of the 
building was declared safe to use 
two days after last month's quake, 
city officials anxious to use the 
evacuated portions of the palace 
complex had ordered technicians to 
re-examine the entire structure. The 
examination was to have taken 
place this afternoon. 

The collapse came as an 
American delegation sent by Presi- 
dent Jimrhy Carter met Italian 
leaders in Rome to coordinate the 
use of 550 million in earthquake 
relief aid being approved by the 
U.S. Congress. 


Lennon’s killer threatened

.They joined seven fellow inmates 
who have been fasting for SO days 
and are confined to the Maze prison 
hospital In serious condition.

While never particularly sym- 
pathetic to the Zionist enterprise, 
for obvious ' ideological reasons, 
during the Mandate period, in' 1948 
the Soviets briefly did an about-turn 
over Palestine.

An enormous vaulted ceilu 
some 14 meters high, covered t 
Hall of Pilasters in which tej 
water was supplied. From this hi 
bathers could pass to' others throu 
entrances topped by niches holdi 
statues of the gods. 

The only previous dig in the ai 
was carried out in the 1930s by Pr 
Eleazar Sukenik of Hebrew Univ 
sity, father of De puty Prii 
Minister Yigael Yadin. Sukenik i 
covered a synagogue with rid 
coloured mosaics and Hebrew 
scriptiozu. This, too, is to be open 
to the public.

LUXURY IN 
STONE

ONE OF the most striking and least 
known archeological sites in the 
country, the elaborate Roman baths 
of Q Hama, whose remains are as 
high as 14 meters, has recently been 
opened to the public. 

The ancient thermal baths at the 
foot of the Golan Heights are just 
some 200 metres from the hot* 
springs at E) Hama opened to 
the public three years ago. 

“This was an international spa of 
imperial proportions,” says Yizhar 
Hirschfeld of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity’s Institute of Archeology. w It 
was known as one of the largest and 
most beautiful baths in the world, 
second only to Baiae at Naples.” 

Before # Hirschfeld and architect 
&6nr Solar begair tfiggjny'ffitef 
years ago, indistinct remains two to 
three meters high protruded . above 
the ground. To date, the excavators 
have exposed 4,500 square meters 
of the ancient baths, much of it 
framed by high standing walls and at 


least one complete arch. Much 
more remains to be uncovered 
says Hirschfeld - . Infrastructure 
work began on the site late in the 
Second Century CE and construc- 
tion was carried out in the Third 
Century. The complex was enlarged 
and renovated during the Byzantine 
and Moslem periods and was in 
continual use for 600 years until 
destroyed by an earthquake. People 
seeking cures- for their ailments 
were drawn ta El Hama from all 
over the and^^. world. 


FIVE large bath halls linked by 
paths have been uncovered so far. 
One is apparently the hall reserved 
for lepers, mentioned by, a Sixth 
Century historian; Antoninus, who 
wrote: “The lepers are led into the 
large bath opposite the hot pool 
through the gate, with lamps and in- 
cense, and the doors are closed and 
they remain there ail night .When 
they fall asleep, those who are to be 


A GREEK inscription found 
Hirschfeld is the largest ever t 
covered in Israel — 71 x 18S cm 
contains a poetic text on t 
wonders of the springs and mi 
tions the Empress Eudocia, w 
lived in Jerusalem in the Fifth C:

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THE STRONGEST ready-to-wear collection in 
Israel this winter is, to my mind, Judith Gottfried's, 
for Gottex. 

Ready-to-wear and Gottex? One normally as-, 
sumes that they are an internationally famous 
swimwear house. But gradually, Judith, the 
younger daughter of Gottex's founder Leah Gott- 
lieb, has come into her own metier and is now 
shining as brightly as her mother. 

The new collection is strong on the “military" 
with about 10 different types of army jumpsuits, 
the aviator suit and the boiler suit. There are army 
fatigue trousers, a cord riding breeches from the 
First World War, parkas, duvet jackets. AH army 
styles come in shades of khaki, olive drab, smoke 
grey, cinammon brown, plus white and the shiny 
brights. This army look of Judith Gottfried's is 
trendy, chic and the easiest style for the modem 
woman. It’i is quiet uniformity punctuated with a 
special personal style. 

For Judith Gottfried is one of the new designers 
— a stylist tike the Americans Calvin Klein, 
Halston, Lauren, who are incredibly good at pick- 
ing up a mood or a look and promoting it. * 

A fashion designer tike Zandra Rhodes or Yves 
St. Laurent is a prophet who is not always listened 
to. Both fashion designers and stylists are valid, but 
the stylists are taking over more and more. 

Judith Gottfried agrees with this, as she told me 
recently, at Gottex headquarters in Tel Aviv. 

“I think for today’s life, the stylist is more impor- 
tant I certainly would call myself a stylist rather 
than a fashion designer. Style is a whole concep- 
tion of what a woman needs to wear. My clothes 
depend on subtlety. 1 define design as a way of 
combining fashion with the way we live. Fashion- 
style is an expression of today, it contains the ele- 
ments of technology, it needs to be smart yet com- 
fortable, to fit into an active woman's world. It's 
rather like the new electric car, which is designed 
to match the mood of the ’80s.” 

Judith believes that nowadays there is not the 
creativity of fashion as there was at the beginning 
of the century, when each gown was handmade for 
the woman wearing it. 

"Most designers are copying one another. Even 
the French masters like St. Laurent or Givenchy 
look at what’s going on in the street, searching for 
ideas," Judith states. “Haute couture today is 
nostalgia for a lost past. The designers in -Europe 
exist for a few remaining women of the nobility, 
many of whom wear their clothes for free.” 

Haute couture, Judith thinks, is ju$t for these 
very aristocratic women to wear to evening gala 
occasions. That's why all the French designers 
have diversified into ready-to-wear and to licens- 
ing their names to cosmetics, perfumes and 
sunglasses, where the money is to be made. 

“Although the media and the international store 
buyers still go to Paris, to see the collections, it’s 
rather for old times' sake, like not wanting to break 
ties with one’s ex-husband, because fashion’s im- 
pact has definitely switched to New York," Judith 
^lieyes.

Her wardrobe 
included black velvet dresses for day; low-cut bare 
backed evening dresses; jackets and coats made of 
rich and rare materials end worn with velvet skirts 
by day or satin for evening, nightdresses all of lace 
as delicate as gossamer, blouses of embroidered 
batiste, etc. Could you imagine that today?” 

“Now, when a woman travels, it’s by plane, and 
a perfect wardrobe, say two pairs of trousers, 
jeans, two skirts, three jackets, shirts, sweaters and 
one dinner dress, can all get into a big carry-on 
travel bag.” . 

Yes, women and fashion have changed 
dramatically over the last 80 years, Judith feels 
strongly on this: 

“Today, women need to dress for an active life, 
and a woman is someone, often successful, very 
often in a position of power. She’s busy, and die 
needs the kind of clothes that work many different 
ways. A stylist has to sense the mood and to make 
women look better.” 

That is why Judith Gottfried's clothes are very 
modern, comfortable, sexy, but not in a blateot 
way. Her clothes feel good not just because of their 
relaxed cut but also because of their fabrics. She

“Women today can balance feminism with 
feminity," Judith believes. “They can be strong but 
wear clothes that are really feminine. My clothes 
depend on their wearability. I think simplicity and 
ease in dressing has now come of age and really 
dominates the world fashion scene. Mix-and- 
match gives a new life to separates and this is im- 
portant for the severe economic times we are 
tivingthrough.” 

Curiously, though, Judith prefers the French 
designers to the American stylists. 

“I don't admire any one designer constantly. I 
tike St. Laurent's style, his pret-6-porter clothes 
can be mixed. For instance, you can wear a shirt 
from this year's collection with a skirt and jacket of 
four years ago and the outfit win look totally new, 
very good. 

“I also like at the moment Thierry Mugler, Kan- 
sai. Yomomoto, Claude Montana and Issey 
Miyake. They are the young, extreme movement 
in fashion.” 

The strongest influence on the young Judith’s 
fashion life was her mother, although she didn't 
consciously think about fashion as a career when 
she was a child. 

The Gottlieb family, father, mother, daughters 
Miriam and Judith, came to Israel from Hungary 
in 1949. 

“It was on the first legal ship that arrived here, 




alter the declaration of the State. We lived in Jaffa 
for a year and then moved to.Tel Aviv, - ” Judith 
tells. 

Her parents started with a small raincoat com- 
pany and also children’s wear but “because the 
winter was so short and a risky business, they 
started to look for something more cohmertial. 
My mother hit on the idea of bathing suits,” Judith 
smiles. *Tm sure at the time, she never dreamt it 
would become the success it has." 

While in high school, Judith started going to the 
factory (it was a much smaller concern then. They 
started to export in 1967-68, and hit the big time 
then.) 

“I knew what my mother was doing, because she 
was involved in the business 24 hours a day. I find 
now, that it’s the same way for me. I live and 
breathe fashion. Even driving in the car on my way 
borne, I can’t switch off an idea. I don’t know if 
this is a good thing or not. However, in this 
business, one can't come home, shut the door and 
forget fashion. It’s always on one's mind. But I do 
relax, I play tennis, the piano, swim, and I like to 
do jazz dancing." 

In the' evenings, Judith and her husband don’t go 
out a lot so they can be with their three children — 
.two daughters I IK and 8 and a son, 7. 

“Ky children are very interested in fashion. My 
oldest girl likes to come to the factory and see 
what's going on. Possibly they’ll be a third genera- 


tion. My son likes, sport, but' he knows what he 
wants to wear.” 

After assisting her mother at Gottex, Judith 
branched out into her own ready-to-wear business 
in 1971, called “Judith Creations.” 

“I wanted to express my own identity and spread 
my wings, but when the 1973 war broke out, I 
decided to rejoin Gottex." 

Judith was always talented as a fashion stylist. X 
remember covering her Judith Creations collec- 
tions and she was doing a forerunner of the wrap 
dress, before it was a twinkle in Calvin Klein’s eye. 
She also did some great smocks in white, with lace 
and big batwing sleeves in cotton crepe. (I still own 
one and it is still a wearable fashion.) 

Once back at Gottex, Judith worked with her 
mother closely on the annual bathing and 
beachwear collection. Gradually, she started to in- 
troduce a small ready-to-wcar collection, which in- 
cluded sportswear. Later came Huffing evening 
dresses, which drew a mixed response from the 
critics, but women such as Ofira Navon and Leah 
Rabin loved the clothes and wore them. 

Frankly glamorous and sexy, Judith’s evening 
collections add a welcome spice to the Israel 
fashion scene and are included in the new ready- 
to-wear collection, which at the moment is only 
available on the local market.

THE RECENT Polgat acquisition 
of Lena- Deco which has merged 
with Polgac’s knitwear subsidiary 
company Ouman, now places 
Ouman in the position of Israel's 


largest producer of knitted clothing 
for women, men and children. 

Under the terms of the merger, 
most of the Lena- Deco staff have 
been retained, bringing the total 
Ouman work force to 1,000. 

The company's four plants in 
Kiryat Gat, Ofakira, Or Yehuda and 
B’nai B'rak this year produced 1.8 
million units of clothing, of which 
75-80 per cent were exported. 

A large share of Ouman’s S17m. 
exports was bought up by Marks 
and Spencer. Export forecasts for 
(981 are conservatively estimated at 
S20m.,- but Ouman ’s director Yossi 
Pollack envisages that the final 


figure will be higher. 

In addition to its Four production 
zones, Ouman operates a research 
and design centre in Tel Aviv, The 
two main designers are Emanuela 
Banfi; whose creations Ouman 
commissioned from Italy; and Lydia 
Markovitch, previously the resident 
designer for Lena-Deco. 

There are 500 retail outlets for 
the 20 per cent of production which 
is distributed locally. 

At a press showing of Ouman’s 
new winter lines for men and 
women, the emphasis was on the 
sporty and classical. Prices quoted 
■were fairly reasonable: Polo shirts 


sold from IS! 18 for women and 
JS170 for men. Boucl£ sweaters are 
averaged IS 160 and mohair jac- 
quards IS200. 

■ The best buy in the Ouman col- 
lection was the men's Scandinavian- 
style ski sweater, selling at IS 177. 
Somewhat more expensive, but less 
costly than they look, were a range 
of cognac coloured zippered and 
button-through men's jackets in a 
combination of superfine corduroy 
and knitted rib. Prices were IS261 to 
IS311.

What, then, are we to make of a 
blossoming beauty-products firm 
that does practically no advertising, 
end yet has a growing band of t rue- 
believer fans who' learn about the 
products almost entirely from other- 
convinced customers, and who soon 


become true-bdievers themselves, 
eager to pass tne word? Actresses 
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Delia Friedland and Shoshik Shani 
are two enthusiasts in this group. , 
Both had bad skin for years — Dalia 
because of wrong treatment, 
Shoshik because of neglect, in both 
cases compounded by the wear and 
tear .of theatre life. Both actresses, 
nowliave glowing complexions, to 
the extent- -that Shoshik, -to her 
amusement, is often asked whether 
she has had a face-lift. Both- are so 
grateful to the firm's products and 
the easy methods of home use that 
they have become walking, talking 
advertisements for the line — free 
of charge, just as a way . of saying 
thank-you and. helping others. 

There is even the fashionably 
obligatory Egyptian angle to this 
story: a-Pharaonic painting hangs in 
the firm’s office, the gift of an Egyp- 
tian woman journalist who came to 
Israel during one of the peace talks; 
She was brought to visit this unsung 
company for a look at another side 
of Israel by one of its fans in a 
government office. After using the 
products, she sent the gift as a token 
or appreciation. 

A timely inflation-recession note: 
when times are hard in America 
(our model for living), women cut 
down on buying new clothes; but 
because it provides a relatively 
thrifty- morale-booster, the. 
cosmetics industry thrives during 
dark days. 

The product line is called 
“RVA,” together with the phrase 
"Hydro-cosmetics.” Locally, it is 
also called "Par-par,” for the but- 
terfly on the packaging. The heart 
of tire operation is an establish- 
ment called “Ker” (this is all a bit 
complicated, but I think well worth 
while following) at Kikar HaMedina 
in Tel Aviv, where women come to 
learn simple beauty treatments to. 
follow at home, and where cosmeti- 1 
cians are trained in the use of RVA 
products. Primed on the packaging 
is the welcome phrase “Product of 
Israel," with three cities listed 
Tel Aviv, Stockholm, New York. 

The name “Ker” is made up or 
the initials' of the mother and 
daughter who are responsible for all 
this. The mother is known as “Rozsi 
K.” (I realize this is getting into the. 
area of Kafkaesque intrigue). Her 
daughter, Evi, was off* on a business . 
trip to America when I visited the 
Ker Institute. . 

Rozsi, who prefers not to use her 
last name because another local 
cosmetics laboratory has the same, 
is an imposing woman of 61 whose 
skin is free of lines, blemishes or 
wrinkles. ' Quite dramatically, she 
wears no makeup whatsoever (RVA 
makes no makeup, only skin-care* 
products), although her fingernails 
are vivid scarlet. 1 did not ask why 
she chooses this effectively 
theatrical combination, but one' 
may assume that the nail colour pre- 
vents .her from appearing to be a . 
thorough-going nature nut. 

The key word in the RVA line — 
which includes creams and lotions 
for moisturizing, cleansing, -- 
nourishing, and several special tasks 
— is “hydration.** Not a terribly at- 
tractive word, it fs suitably modern- 
sounding, but most importantly, it 
points up the basic RVA theory: 
skin must be moist, - and water is 
good for’-it. This is exactly the op- . 
posile of - the school, of thought 
which warned women against using 
water on their skin. RVA creams 


and oils are patted or gently 
massaged on to a moist skin, and I 
must say the feeling is very good. 
The skin, in fact, gets hooked on 
this treatment and actually seems to 
call out .for it during the day, 
especially in very dry weather, as 
addictions go, this one seems an ex- 
tremely healthy one. AH oils used 
are natural ones from natural 
products — avocado, coconut — 
and thus mix readily with water. 

All the products are made almost 
entirely of natural ingredients, a 
fact which is, I think, insufficiently 
stressed ‘in the packaging, con- 
sidering the popularity which 
‘‘natural” ingredients now enjoy, 
and considering how very well they 
work. “A .woman can -be beautiful 
on a desert Island," Rozsi claims, - 
-because -jof . all ..the treatment., 
products nature in her bounty 
provides; she hastens to add that by ; 
beauty she means “cared for, well ' 
groomed.”- 

• I nod dubiously. This may work if 
one has- a sufficiently Hungarian 
background, for Hungarian women 
do seem to have the most magical 
touch in this field. Or else:, if a 
woman has. been born with good 
skin. There is no getting around that 
this is one of those things one either 
is or isn’t. Or if she is sufficiently 
plump, for it is easier to have .a 
smooth complexion if one has a bad 
figure, which is only fair. 

• Rozsi K.- was born in Arad — 
Arad in Transylvania, not the Negev 

and was fascinated by cosmetics 
as a little girl. “But not by the pretty 

- bottles. What interested me, even as 
a child, were nature's products, and 
I was constantly investigating plants 
and blossoms and rubbing myself 
with them.” She studied cosmetics 
in Hungary — she has been in the 
field for 44 years now — but 
became dissatisfied 1 with the 
traditional - approach and “went 
natural” Jong before this became 
the fashion. -She uses lots or parsley, 
grain, the' bones of tiny marine 
animals, sand from Caesarea, water 
from the Tiberias Hot Springs, in 
addition to much else; and her 
carefully designed line is a. far cry 
from cucumber slices on the race.- 
The products are remarkably light, 
non-greasy, and pleasant to use, 
This is not just my opinion, but that 
of a great many- friends to whom I. 
have enthusiastically recommended' 
RVA. 

The Swedish connection began in 
1968, when Rozsi riiet the represen- 
tative of the Swedish firm *‘RVA” at 
a cosmetics conference in Amster- 
dam and fqund that their ap- 
proaches had much - in common. 
They began working together^ Rozsi 
importing the Swedish products .o 
.Israeli Later, she -patriotically 
decided they could be manufac- 
tured here, in the face. of all the 
headaches involved. Now her Israeli 
company does a modest export- 
business lb Canada, Australia, the 
motherland -Sweden, and, 
triumphantly, to France, The New 
York branch is only starting, and of 
courae distribution throughout 
America is an enormous problem. 

“All ihaC® needed," sighs Rozsi, 
“is a million-dollar marketing 
budget.” I should add that I brought 
a few tubes of moisturizing cream to 
friends in America, where they were 
enthusiastically received. In Rozsi's 
files are the names of tourists who 

- come regularly to Israel and as 
regularly pay a vfsil-to “Ker,” for a ■ 
checkup, a new set of instructions • 
(depending on skin changes ^ and 
the season), and a year’s supply of 
products. 

At the Ker Institute, i met a 
whole range of devoted- fans, among 
them a young and beautiful El A1 
• stewardess who looks as though she 
is years away from worrying about 
her skin, but suffers from the dry air 
in planes produced by air-

conditioning. She is only one of the 
E) A) staff who swears by RVA — 
and they include male stewards as 
well. (Problem skin and acne condi- 
tions are said to be treated with 
great success — with close attention 
to medical and diet problems. For 
tiuuskiri,.aflter all, is merely the most 
external indicator of general 
health.). Also in Rozsi's file is a let- 
ter from a nurse at a local hospital 
who works in — of all places — the 
dermatology department. Rozsi 
solved iter particular skin problems 
“after several sleepless nights." 


Another fan, bursting with 
eagerness to tell me about her skin 
progress, was a middle-aged woman 
with an almost indecently fine ancl 
clear complexion who has been 
using Rozsi's advice and products 
for nearly three years. “I used to 
buy onlyjhe most expensive impor- 
ted skin-care products.” she told 
me. “But I always had blackheads, 
and had to go regularly to a 
cosmetician to have them removed. 
How did I hear about RVA and 
Ker? Through-Shoshik Shani. I 
don't know her all that well, but we 


go to the same caf£, and for a long 
time I saw that she had a bad com- 
plexion. Then suddenly 1 noticed a 
tremendous improvement. I simply 
asked her what had happened, and 
she told me." 

A new wrinkle (one of the few in 
sight) at the Ker Institute is a com- 
puter, into which is fed the client's 
skin type and problems, and which 
then instantly prints out the 
products recommended, in Hebrew 
or English. It was programmed by 


the husband of Rozsi's daughter 
Evi, who is a pilot and computer ex- 
pert. He was busy playing with the 
computer the day of my visit, and 
had just fed it some entirely 
hypothetical skin specifications of 
his four-year-old daughter. Weil, 
said the computer, the child needed 
to use anti-wrinkle neck cream and 
anti-wrinkle eye cream. After this 
the computer went into a sulk (and 
who can blame it) and was in no 
state to give me a print-out, which 
is just as well. 

For I have been getting along on 
only a minor slice of the product 
range, and not really following 
directions. (For instance, I take hot. 
baths, where Rozsi says hot water is 
bad for the skin, although cold is ex- 
cellent. On the other hand, I drink 
great amounts of water, which she 
says is fine.) Not that the/peconv- 
mended steps for home care are all 
that complicated: neither Dalia 
Friedland nor Shoshik Sham’ are the 
kind of women who enjoy long nar- 
cissistic rituals and both appreciate 
the common-sense RVA approach. 


But I have had such good res 
with so little that I'm keeping 
rest in reserve: alter all, the sh 
should not be too great. 

RVA products are sold at Shel 
stores, the Kol-Bo Shalom, at se 
ted pharmacies and at some he 
food shops. The reason for the 
is logical: this approach to skin t 
fits in with the “natural” way of 
and as the RVA brochure put 
“Your skin is a mirror of your n 
tal and physical condition.” 

My momentous introduce 
took place at a Tiberias pharm 
which carries several lines 
natural and health products. P 
was highly recommended by 
owner, who was formerly c 
pharmacist at the Safad Hosj 
and whose wife is devoted to 
RVA line.

‘Industrious’ Germans said to 
have become slackers 


By JOHN OORNBKRG 
Special to The Jerusalem Post , 
MUNICH. — "Have the West 
Germans become lazy?" 

When Stem, a mulii-million- 
circulaiion illustrated weekly ' 
magazine asked thut question in a 
provocative cover story recently, its 
editors were deluged with indignant 
protest letters from readers. 

“We are the hardest working peo- 
ple in the world.' 1 they insisted. 

it is a legend which, like many, 
begins with the words “once upon a 
time.*' And like most 1 myths, it is 
hard and rather unpopular to dispel. 

How unpopular was something 
Otto LambsdorfT. West Germany's 
minister of economics, teamed the 
other day when he warned that the 
times are over “when we can con- 
tinue to work Fewer hours all the 
lime for ever more pay." 

His remarks were met with anger 
and indignation, and not just From 
the country's strong trade union 
movement. 

But now there is some scientific 
and statistical proof on how little 
the West Germans really do work 
— in effect, only 31.6 hours a week, 
or a mere 1.643 hours a year. That, 
at any rate, is the conclusion of 
Bonn's Institute for the German 


Hconomy. 

If the figures do not jibe with the 
official one of 1,812 hours, then, ac- 
cording to the institute, it is because 
8.4 per cent of the contractual lime 
on the job' Tor each worker is lost 
through unexcused absenteeism. 

The statistics are based on sur- 
veys in industry and business and 
covered enterprises employing 
nearly 4 million people. 

When do West Germans goof off 
the most? Fridays, followed by 
Mondays. Though the three-day 
weekend is by no means lejgaL it 
seems to have become practice. 

“Illness" is the cause given by 80 
per cent of the blue-collar and 
white-collur workers who take the 
extra day. 

Considering that the average 
West German Worker is now en- 
titled to 13 legal holidays and six 
weeks of paid vacation each year, 
the institute’s figures help to explain 
why actual hourly labour costs in 
the country are now the highest in 
the world. 

As LambsdorfT maintains, all this 
may be one reason why German ex- 
port sales are declining and why, for 
example. Japanese cars are making 
such inroads in the land of 
Volkswagen. 


Way to use sun’s rays to 
*at greenbouses at nigh

An energy-saving greenhouse, 
which keeps hot during winter 
nights without the use of electric 
heaters, has been developed by 
scientists, at the Sde Boker campus 
of Ben-Gurion University. 

The greenhouse is covered 
by narrow, channels containing a 
specially developed pale grey dye, 
which absorbs the sun's heat rays 
while allowing the light energy 
necessary for photosynthesis to 
reach the plants within. The dye is 
pumped to a storage tank once it 
has been heated from 16 to 34 
degrees Centigrade. But at night 
time it is returned to the greenhouse 
roof to heat the air within. 

The dye, developed with the help 
of university scientists in Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem, absorbs the wave- 
lengths at the upper and lower ends 
of the solar spectrum; which 
amounts to about SO per cent of the 
sun's energy, and allows the rest to 
pass into the greenhouse. The chan- 
nels containing the dye are 
sandwiched between two thin sheets 
of plastic. 

A small experimental greenhouse 
oirwheels was set up in July and a 


larger pilot model, covering 300: 
square. metres, is now under con- 
struction. JPiant physiologist Prof. 
Joe Gale, who heads the. project 
team, estimated' that when- 
marketed the greenhouse would 
.cost about 20 per cent more than ft 
conventional glass greenhouse 
heated by fossil' fuel. “But the extra 
expense' will be paid for in six 
months by the savings in fuel,” he 
said. 

Because the greenhouse does not 
require ventilation, it can be sealed 
off more effectively from the out- 
side world. This allows for the addi- 
tion of carbon dioxide to the at- 
mosphere, which boosts the yield of 
roses and other plants. 

Ben-Gurion University scientists 
are also investigating the use of a li- 
quid heated In tubes on a 
greenhouse roof, to warm the roots 
of the plants within. The roots float 
in rows of canals. The tubes con- 
taining the liquid weave around the 
canals, heating the water in them. 
The scientists believe that root-zone 
wanning may be a more efficient 
method of growing plants than 
heating the entire air space of the 
greenhouse.

M A live-in Israeli was too hard to 
find- And then there is their al- 
titude. They consider you their 
equal, and themselves one of the 
family. They eat with you, watch TV 
with vou. 

“Also I admit being jealous of my 
friends who had Hlipinas. They 
were living as if in the movies, i 
would tush downstairs every morn- 
ing, hair uncombed, no makeup on, 
and by the time I got my kids off to 
school, my husband had already 
finished his coffee and gone to the 
office. They, on the other hand, 
would come downstairs looking 
beautiful, .End the table set just so, 
the kids taken care of. How could I 
not envy them?” 

What Dalia discovered is that 
having a servant is not easy. She 
believes that two years, the duration 
of the usual agreement between 
Israelis and their Filipinas, is about 
as long a period as a local family can 
handle one girl. Dalia Bred her 
Fifipina after five months. Today 
she has two Israeli women cleaning 
her house, although it costs her 
much more money. 

“At least,” she says, “they leave 
every day at two ana close the door 
behind, them.” 

Dalia describes as “paradise” the 
first three months with the FQipina. 
The girl took leave from teaching to 
come to Israel, and, it turned out, 
left behind a husband and four 
children.- She read the Bible every 
night, went to church in Jaffa every 
Sundey and sent most of her pay 
home each month. She was very 
grateful to Dalia and Meir for hav- 
ing brought her to Israel, treating 
her well, and giving her the chance 
to earn so much money. 

'‘Then,” says Dalia, “she opened 
her eyes to life. She began dating 
Israeli men. The phone bills were 
suddenly very large. She made us 
feel that we should be grateful to 
her for having come. And then she 
discovered she was a valuable com- 
modity and began making demands: 
more money, fewer hours, (ess 
w«rk. . . 

- ‘To be fair, some of her friends 
had received misleading informa- 
tion in the Philippines.” 

The girls thought they were com- 
ing to do light housework, a little 
cooking, some child care. They 


never expected to clean the whole 

house, she said. 

The girls here perpetuate the 
myth by sending home pictures of 
themselves in their employers’ fur 
coats, sitting around the pool, wear- 
ing a bikini on the beach, with a 
man.” 

Dalia attributes much of her in- 
ability to adjust to the FQipina to 
her socialist youth movement 
background. Having a servant was 
so against her principles, she says, 
that when friends from the move- 
ment came to visit she would give 
her maid time off. She also made a 
vow that she would not let her maid 
call her “ma'am,'* and would treat 
her as a friend. 

“That is what I did,” she says, 
“and that is why we parted com- 
pany. If you want to keep these girls 
with you for a long period of time, 
you must keep your distance from 
them. Otherwise you quickly have 
prpblems as if between friends, and 
n^t between employer and 
employee. 

|“We were the same size more or 
less, so I gave her a lot of my 
clbihes. She arrived with practically 
nothing. Then one day she came 
htfmc from a day off wearing one of 
my new blouses. I couldnt't under- 
stand. [ had sat and talked wfth her, 
like' friends, sent presents' to her 
children, and now this? I didn’t 
throw her out, but f did make her 
look for another family.” 

^When Dalia assessed the situa- 
tion. she found that her house was 
not cleaner than when she had an 
Israeli cleaning lady three times a 
week, because the Filipina was 
small fragile and unable to do heavy 
work. “Which is why,” she says, 
“some of my friends have local 
women in addition to their 
Filipinas. 

“Now that she is gone, I don’t feel 
I'm living in a glasshouse anymore. 
I used to feel trapped. I knew that 
everything said or done in my home 
was reported to the other FQipinas 
who went home and told their 
employers. It was uncomfortable. 

“Personally, I don’t believe that 
there is a future for this trend in 
Israel. We will have to adjust to 
what we have here. We just weren’t 
educated to keep servants with os as 
part of the family for long periods of 
time."

Still marking time

TEL AVIV. — The market con- 
tinued to mark time yesterday, 
waiting for a trend to develop after 
the implications of the 9.4 per cent 
hike in the cost-of-living index had 
been absorbed by buyers and 
sellers. 

The effects of the index rise 
should be felt today, however. 
Yesterday nearly all index-linked 
bonds were fairly firm. While there 
was a tendency among the 80 per 
cent and 90 per cent linked bonds 
to fall slightly, the 4 per cent fully- 
linked rose a bit. But double-option 
bonds rose by. up to 3 per cent. 

Stock turnover was IS77.9m., 
compared to IS 101.4m. the previous 
day. 

Nearly all share categories were 


mixed although there were con- 
siderable fluctuations, with some 41 
stocks allowed to rise or fall by 5 to 
10 per cent. The majority of stocks, 
tended to rise. 

The highest rise was chalked up 
by Elgar bearer, which gained 2J 
per cent, to stand at 1,551. This was 
followed by Agriculture preferred, 
which gained 1 1 .8 per cent, to 780. 

Three shares, ILDC. Arad and 
Dubck bearer, rose by 10 per cent, 
to stand at 825. 1,423 and !.8l5 
points. Lighterage gained 8.8 per 
cent, to stand at S.580. 

Today six shares, which for the 
past two consecutive sessions have 
been either “buyers only” or 
“sellers only,” will be allowed to 
flutetuale by up to 25 percent. Five

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The public be damned 


RADIO AND TELEPHONE services were disrupted twice in a row 
yesterday. . 

The fifst time the disruption Was by Communications Ministry 
engineers protesting what they view as a failure to protect their 
tenure and seniority rights under the proposed telecommunications 
company that is slated to take over the services. 

The second disruption was caused by Communications Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i. who was out to prove that the workers had no 
monopoly on the disregard of the rights of telephone subscribers and 
radio set owners. 

Mr. Moda'i proved his point, most persuasively. He had a justified 
grievance against the engineers, and he could have taken measures to 
penalize them for their wilful work stoppage — for- example, by 
docking their pay. Yet in a spasm of mindless retaliation he chose to 
punish' the public .instead. 

Similarly last month, having been informed that a number of 
mailbags with Jerusalem addresses were misdirected in the capital's 
postal sorting office to Haifa, Mt. Moda'i promptly ordered .the of- 
fice closed. He revoked the order within a few hours. 

Plainly Mr. Moda'i is a man in a very great hurry, on at least some 
public issues. Thus, having been won over to the gica or a telecom- 
munications company, he would ;brook no delay in its endorsement 
by the cabinet. This he secured in pah by deliberately withholding 
from his colleagues the strong reservations expressed, in writing, by 
the Civil Service Commissioner. ' ; • 

This was last year. This year,' in consequence, the minister -has 
found himself holding a largely empty bag: the company is soon to be 
enacted into law, but on roughly such terms as were indicated by the 
Commissioner, and reflecting the Treasury's frugal viewpoint. No 
wonder the engineers are unhappy: they had reason to expect that 
they would partake in the profits of a new commercial organization, 
while retaining the cushy benefits of government employment. 

Inevitably, disappointment has set in. This is shared by Mr. Moda'i 
himself, but he' has taken the easy way: he is now seeking to give up 
communications, yet keep his other portfolio, that of energy and in- 
frastructure. 

if this is granted by the cabinet, Mr. Moda'i's last days in com- 
munications will not be seen to have been idly spent. Just lately the 
minister has- published without any legal warrant (and to the chagrin 
of Zevulun Hammer, who as minister of education and culture does 
have the authority) tenders for cable television. 

This in’turn follows by about five months Mr. Moda’i's breathlessly 
confident announcement that, within a month or two, he would be 
issuing an ordinance to establish a second, commercial, television 
station.

Beating all records 


AN INFLATION rale that hovers around two digits per month is, un- 
fortunately, no longer news. November’s price rise of 9,4 per cent — 
equivalent to an annual rate of 194 per cent — was expected. 

The bulk oflast month’s price rises was government-induced. They 
contrast sharply with the thrust of Finance Minister Yigael Hurvhz’s 
newest economic policy, as outlined in Sunday's budget discussion in 
the cabinet. The policy is ostensibly aimed at reducing inflation on 
the cost side, but only a month ago the word was that alleged excess 
purchasing power must be mopped up by sharply raising 
government-determined prices. 

The first reactions by the Treasury to November’s rise in the price 
index also apparently reverted to the pre-budget axiom, so often 
voiced by Mr. Hurvitz, that “the public has loo much money.” The 
approach that underlies the finance minister's budget proposals in- 
dicates that the Treasury has apparently learned something — but it 
does not seem to have forgotten anything. 

Facts are notoriously powerless to confound firmly ingrained con- 
victions. Nevertheless, it is worth pointing out that, whatever the 
causes or inflation may be, an excess of real demand is not among 
them, according to the evidence. 

Real wages have been eroded sharply throughout 1980. Wholesale 
sales in the domestic market in the first nine months of the year were 
7 per cent below those of the same period in 1979. The index of in- 
dustrial production in the first eight months of the year was, on the 
average, 6 per cent below that of 1979 and was slightly below that of 
1978 -y despite a significant growth in industrial exports. Private con- 
sumption in the First half of the year was 2.7 per cent lower than in ' 
the same period of 1979 and 5.2 per cent lower than in the last half of 
1979. Investment was down by 8.3 per cent compared with the first 
half of 1979, and by a little more in comparison with the second half 
of last year. 

If the public did not spend its “excess” money on consumption and 
on investment, where did the money go? Apparently it went into 
financial assets — into the money that the government borrows, on 
linked terms, to finance its excess current expenditure. 

The ' excess public expenditure .is of such dimensions that no 
further government-imposed frugality on private consumption — 
mainly, by depressing real wages — will suffice to offset it, without 
throwing the economy into mass'unemployment and deep recession. 
There have, indeed, been- calls for just such a Spartan “emergency 
regime," with overtones that may threaten our democratic regime. 

When Mr. Hurvitz presented his budget on Sunday, he warned that 
we might soon have an inflation rate of 200 per cent. His warning 
was tepid, because we have already reached that rale, which is nearly 
twice as high as that reached between November 1978 and November 
1979. And the latter, in turn, was twice as high as the inflation rate a 
year before. 


Prof. Ezra Sudan. the head of jthe Treasury’s Planning Authority, 
was more realistic. He predicted that without a radically new 


economic policy we could end up, in.the next twelve months, with an 
inflation or 300-400 per cent. 

Clearly* there must be sharp cuts in government spending — 


primarily in defence and in subsidies to capital. However, such 

iflati 


measures alone are not likely to reduce inflation, and they may 
merely send the economy into hyper-stagflation. The main instru- 
ment for restraining prices must be sharp reductions in import duties 
and a slowdown of devaluation. This would bring an effective com- 
petitive pressure to bear on the domestic price level. 

rhis will produce a temporary deterioration in our payments 
balance. But it is unavoidable — if we wish to beat down inflation 
and. later, to again improve the payments balance. The sooner this is 
realized, by the opposition as well as by the coalitidn, the better.

The Tel Aviv Magistrate’s Court has halted construction of a 
proposed South African-financed medical centre, in Herzliya. 
David Krivine and Joseph Morgenstern examine the background to 
.the case and its possible consequences. 


A HALF-BUILT medical centre, 
located on- a road along the 
seashore between the Sharon and 
Accadia hotels in Herzliya, must be 
dismantled by the middle of next 
month. This order, issued by the 
magistrate's court in Tel Aviv on 
November 20, throws to the winds 
an investment of SI. 3m., plus 
further financial -commitments, 
from a group of South African in- 
vestors. - 

The anger of the promoters 
knows no bounds. The building was 
to contain SO to 60 surgeries for 
doctors and dentists, as well as 
shops connected with medical 
needs (a pharmacy, an optometrist, 
perhaps a showroom for medical 
equipment), also a cafe and possibly 
a bookshop and flowershop. 

Situated in the heart of. tourist 
land, the centre would accom- 
modate, among others, immigrant 
medicos, well-equipped to provide 
dollar -earning sendees for English- 
speaking visitors. However, the 
three-storey building, complete 
with an underground parking lot for 
73 cars, abuts on the back of villas, 
closing their view, threatening to 
disturb them and obtruding on their 
privacy. 

Owners of the private homes, 
who suddenly found themselves 
face to face with a commercial 
premises, promptly called for a 
court order to halt construction. 

Three adjoining residences are in- 
volved, homes of businessman 
Yisrael Harari, of Suzie and Abba 
Eban, and of the Italian military at- 
tache, who is a tenant in a house 
that belongs to the Amosh family 
(Mrs. Eban and her relatives).

Building started' on October .18, 
1979. Four days later, his complaint 
was despatched to the district town 
planning commission. On 
November 9, the Interior Ministry 
rejected it. And on November 28, 
the court received the -plain tiffs’ re- 
quest for an injunction to halt con- 
struction. 

The defendants went on building 
during the hearings. They even as- 
sured the court that they were doing 
it at their own risk. Harari maintains 
they were trying to create a fait ac- 
compli Each side suspects the other 
of unseemly motives. - 

■ In the medical groups’s defence, 
it can be said that they had received 
all the permits necessary, which 
took time. Time Is money, and as far 
as they knew they were legally en- . 
titled to build. Indeed, the city 
engineer testified that they had 
faithfully complied with the stipula- 
tions of the permit. 

They had gone through ail the 
procedures with scrupulous care. 
Two and a half years ago, in the 
summer of 1978, the Investment 
Authority granted “approved 
status” to the project. In August of 
that year, the South African 
Reserve Bank gave its approval for 
the application of foreign currency 
to the Israeli investment.

CONCURRENTLY, the 
municipality of Herzliya gave ap- 
proval in principle to the re-zoning 
from residential to mixed.

THE COURT found that, they were 
in error all the same.

On the face of it, this should not 
be of great concern to the plaintiffs, 
whose objection is to the whole pro- 
ject, whether it be precisely 6,270 
square metres or 6,677 square 
metres. . The difference to them is 
maiginaL But their lawyer, Ephraim 
Olshansky, used (as Lawyers do) 
every weapon available to him. And 
this breach of the building instruc- 
tions was a factor in the court’s 
decision to squelch the project

These people paid good money to 
live in Herzliya-Pituah because the 
neighbourhood had certain 
amenities, embodied in a 
masterplan, whihch provided for a 
residential suburb of villas, each on 
its own plot. To change this 
masterplan subsequently is tan- 
tamount to deceiving the 
householders. 

The plaintiffs answer with some 
justice that the area is no longer 
completely residential anyway. 
Many hotels have sprung up, with 
attendant restaurants and cafes.* 
The medical centre is an amenity 
for the tourist population. Its- 
backers have an interest that it be 
sited opposite the best hotels. 

But the residents have-an interest, 
too, namely that the four empty 
plots designed for villas be not. re- 
zoned for commercial purposes, 
however worthy. The local 
authority should have taken the 
trouble to ensure that the. centre 
was placed at a reasonable distance 
from where people live.
